„All this time I was waiting to get a 
chance to get a shot at the robbers, 
The fifth bomb set the inside of the car 
on fire and it was as light as noon in 
there while it was pitch dark outside. 
I did not dare to ge 
the fire, for I felt that I would be killed 
iflattempted to do go.

How the News Was Recelved—Praise of 
Robertse—Statements of Passengers. 

The news of the train robbery on the 
Southern Pacific, near Collis, Wednes- 
day night, created a decided sensation 
in this city yesterday morning, and at 
an early hour there were callers at the 
offices of the railroad and express com- 
panies for the latest information, But 
little was known at either place, At 
the express office, a te m was re- 
ceived that there had been à held-up.“ 
the messenger slightly injured, the safe 
robbed and the car demolished. It is 
stated that no express would arrive 
until this morning, and that the in- 
jured messenger would arrive on the 
same train. 

Manager Pridham, of Wells-Fargo, 
did not know the amount taken from 
the safe, but was of the opinion that 
the press dispatches a gerated it. 
He said the company hada standing 
reward of $1000 for the capture of 
train robbers, and that this amount 
would probably be increased. 

THE WOUNDED MESSENGER, 

It was soon learned that the messen- 
ger in charge of the car was George 
Roberts of this city, and there was much 
uneasiness felt until a telegram was re- 
ceived stating that he was not seriously 
hurt, and would be home this morning. 
Roberts was raised in Los Angeles, 
and has many friends here, where 
his family also reside, and they 
take a pardonabie pride ju the manner 
in which he co 2 himself. Rob- 
erts, who acquitted himself so credita- 
biy is B1 years of age, and has been in 
the employ of the express for 
twelve years, for several years 
runs in Arizona and the Re 45 of 
Mexico, with headquarters at tt Chibua- 
hua, About four months ago he was 
married to Miss Julia Rendall, and since 
that time they have resided in this my, 
Mrs. Roberts, when ot the in- 
jury to her gers about 4 o’clock 
this morning, as ge distréssed 
over it until storms b cers of the 
company that her bashed was out of 
danger and would be home tomorrow. 
Mr. Roberts also has a mother, two sis- 
ters and two brothers . in this 
city. 

ARRIVAL OF THE TRAIN. 

On the arrival of the train, No. 17, 
atthe Arcade depot shortly after 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, several of 
the trainmen and passengers were in- 
terviewed, but they knew but little be- 
yond what was contained in the press 
dispatches. In fact, they had no oppor- 
tunity whatever to learn anything as 
the whole thing was done so quickly 
that aside from those who were brought 
into actual contact with the robbers did 
not collect their faculties until the rob- 
bers had secured their booty and made 
their escape. All spoke inthe highest 
terms of the mannerin which Roberts 
conducted himself and were loud in 
their praises of his grit and bravery, 

cot. KOWALSKY TALKS. 

Col. Kowalsky, the San Francisco at- 
torney, who is an old reporter and pre- 
pared a dispatch for the San Francisco 
press, seemed to have a better under- 
standing of the affair than any one in- 
terviewed. When the train slowed 
down, and a pistol shet or bomb an- 
nounced that train-robbers were on 


hand, the Colonel was seated with a 


newspaper sketch artist, who proposed 
that they seek a spot where the artist 
could make a sketch and the Colonel 
take points, The robbers were so busy 
blowing up the Wells Fargo express car 
that they did not notice the two men 
leave the train, and a good view of the 
robbers’ work was had. 

From what I have read about train 
rohberies,’’ said the Colonel, I am sat- 
isfied the fellows are amateurs in the 
business, and that the Dalton gang had 
nothing to do with it. To begin with, 
there were four of them instead of two, 
as has been stated. Two men did the 
work while one held their horses near 
by, and the fourth stood near the ex- 
press car with a shot gun in hand and 
fired one or two shots at the coaches 


when the passengers became too cu- 


rious. 

“I was not close enough to hear all 
that was said, but the robbers are ig- 
norant. countrymen with a Missouri 
twang that onenever forgets if once 
hea They were brutal in their 
treatment of Express Messenger Rob- 
erts, and I am surprised that they did 
not murder him out and ont. 

„He did all in his power to save the 
treasure in his charge, and was success- 
ful to a very great extent. As soon as 
the train began to slow down he opened 
the safe and concealed a number 
of coin packages about the car, He 
then closed the safe and stretched 
himself at full length on the floor. 
Just at this moment a bomb was 
placed against the door, and the car 
was so shattered that the robbers had a 
chance to cover Roberts with their 
shotguns before he could get hold of his 
shotgun, which had been wrenched from 
his ha hen the bomb exploded. 

The robbers then had no trouble in 
enteringthecar. They ordered Roberts 
to open the way safe, which he did, and 
they secured several packages of coin. 
They then ordered him to open the 
overland safe, but he told them he 
could not do it, for the reason that he 


bad no key and the safe was locked at 


San Francisco and not unlocked until it 
reached its destination. 

“One of the blackguards placed the 
muzzle of his shotgun in Roberts’s 
mouth and threatened to blow bis head 
off. It was 8 this time that they beat 
8 in such a frightful manner. 
I was told that two of his rte were 
broken, but I am not certain about that.

There was much exdfement 
among the passengers, some hem at 
once dropping down on the floor below 
the windows to get out of the way of 
bullets and 3 on others to follow 
their example t was my first ex- 
perience at being held up, but 
I remarked to a  fellow-passenger 
that I supposed if the robbers came in 
and asked for money we would have to 
give them some, e conductor came 
through the car entering from the rear 
door, telling us not ‘9 be alarmed, that 
the robbers were evidently set on get- 
ting only the express treasure and 
probably would not molest the passen- 
gers. li a matter of fact, you know, 
with this kind of a robbery the passen- 
gers have little knowledge of what was 
really happening, and we learned the 
most about the affair after it was all 
over. Some of the passengers started 
to learn something about what was go- 
ing on by looking out the windows, but 
when bullets whistled by their heads 
they lost interest in the occurrences out 
doors and ducked their heads below the 
windows.

A Unique Celebration. : 

Tux Times recently published an ar- 
ticle on the approaching 850th anni- 
versary of the discovery of California 
by Cabrillo, who anchored in San Diego 
Bay on September 17, 1542, (O. S.) and 
was the first white man to tread the 
coast of the Pacific. In the article re- 
ferred to it was suggested that it wonld 
be appropriate for California to cele- 
brate in some manner an event of such 
great import to the State. After the 
article was written, and on the same 
day that it appeared, an Associated 
Press dispatch was printed from San 
Diego announcing that the citizens of 
that place had determined to celebrate 
the event on a grand scale and to invite 
the rest of the State to join them. 
From a San Diego gentleman, who was 
in town this week, some particulars 
were gathered which show that the cel- 
ebration promises to be both unique and 
interesting. 

As in thé case of the World’s Fair at 
Chicago, the date of the celebration 
will be changed to conform with the 
modern style of reckoning, and it will 
be held on the 27th, 28th and probably 
also on the 29th of September. On one 
day there will be a land demonstration, 
and on another a display on the bay. 
A ship similar to that used by Cabrillo 
will be constructed and will sail into 
the bay onthe 27th. Secretary Tracy 
and the President have taken an inter-

One of the unique attractions prom- 
ised is an old-fashioned Indian village 
of tule wigwams, such as Cabrillo saw 
when he sailed along the Coast. It will 
be arranged by Father Ubach, the well- 
known Catholic priest. Among the In- 
dians will be two old squaws, aged re- 
spectively 120 and 130 years. The 
Finance Committee, which is gathering 
funds for this celebration, is said to be 
meeting with great success. The San 
Diegans hope that the entire State will 
join iu the celebration. The fact that 
San Diego was the first point touched 
at by Cabrillo in what is now the State 
of California makes that an appropriate 
place for the celebration. 

Cabrillo sailed from Navidad, a port 
on the Mexican coast, on June 27, 
1542.(0.S.) He touched at San Diego, 
San Pedro, San Buenaventura and other 
places, and went as far north as the 
Oregon line, where he was driven back 
by adverse weather. On the way up, 
Cabrillo died at the island of San Miguel, 
off Santa Barbara, from the effects of a 
fall, 


Robbed in the Regular Way. 

A train robbery on the regulation 
plan has again been consummated and 
with flattering success to the opera- 
tives. This timeit is in our own State, 
and enough Los Angeles people were 
concerned in it to make it seem very 
close at home: A description of the 
chold- up,“ which occurred near Fresno 
late Wednesday night or early Thurs- 
day morning, is given in our telegraphic 
columns. Tne methods of procedure 
are so well known from reports of pre- 
vious robberies that they seem almost 
stereotyped. As the train was pulling 
out of à lonesome way station two 
masked men boarded the tender of the 
engine, covered the engineer and fire- 
men with revolvers and thus captured 
the train. The rest of the proceeding 
—stopping the train at a convenient 
place, blowing open the express car 
with dynamite bombs, terrorizing the 
messenger, shooting random volleys 
from their guns and pistols to keep the 
passengers quiet, and pressing the 
trainmen into service to help make 
off with the swag—are all in the 
regular order. The amount of the rob- 
bery is not stated definitely, and 
it may be anywhere from $10,- 
000 to $30,000. It was enough, at 
any rate to reward the robbers hand- 
somely fortheir few hours’ work. They 
have escaped and their capture isa 
matter of uncertainty,, lalthough no 
doubt thousands of dollars will be ex- 
pended in the effort. 

We speak lightly of the manner in 
which this robbery was conducted, not 
because we undervalue the seriousness 
ot the situation, but because we believe 
it might have been prevented had the 
express and railroad companies adopted 
precautionary measures long ago sng- 
gested. 

It is folly to accuse men of gowardice 
because they obey the orders $f robbers 
who have the ‘‘drop’’ on the Almost 
any man would give up his dwn or an- 


other man’s property rathey than incur 


certain. dqath, As train. robberies 
usually go, it ia mo wonder that they 
are siccessful. There is hardly ever a 
chance for resistance. If defensive 
measures are ever secured against these 
modern knights of the road, they will 
have to begin baek of the moment when 
the robbers have the drop“ on the en- 
gineer and fireman and are practically 
in command of the train. 

Months ago Tus Tuns made the sug-

| times since, that the rajlroad and ex- 


press companies should station an armed 
guard on the tender of every engine 
hauling an express car. It such a guard, 
armed with a shotgun loaded with buck- 


train near Fresno there might have 
been quite a different ontcome to this 
affair. The robbers at least could not 
have crawled over the tender unmo- 
lested and taken the engine crew una - 
wares. Hf they had indalged in a pre- 
liminary shot at the guafd- they would 
have alarmed the engineer and fireman, 
and, had these men been provided with 
weapons, they could have defended- 
themselves, or possivly opened the 
throttle and run away from danger. 

The loss involved inthis single rob- 
bery; to say nothing of the further sums 


capture the robbers, would defray the 
expense of ten, fifteen or twenty guards 
fora year. Wouldn't it be cheaper and 
better to incur this expense than to 
leave the train thus an easy victim to 
the bandits, to place the lives of train- 
men and passengers in jeopardy and to 
allow the robbers to get away with such 
a handsome sum as to efcourage them 
and others in future attempts of the 
same kind? | 

The nerveless and temporizing policy 
of the railroad and express companies 
in these matters seems to us absolutely 
fatuous. A stage company, run- 
ning with 5 or 10 per cent. of 
the passengers and treasure car- 
ried by the average express train, 
would be considered ‘foolhardy and 
derelict in its duty if it failed to pro- 
vide an armed guard for each coach. 
Most of the stage lines through Arizona 
and in other frontier sections are thus 
protected and stage hold-ups are re- 
duced toa minimum by these precau- 
tions. Robbers are a little cautious 
about undertaking a job of this kind 
when they are certain of some fight- 
ing. Even if they succeed in killing a 
man or so, they take equal chances of 
being killed themselves, and their 
prospects of getting away with the 
booty are very slim. : 
We believe that our suggestion of a 
guard with each express train is 
entirely feasible—though we do not, 
of course, claim infallibity for it. 
The expense involved would be 
so light in comparison with the pos- 
sible benefits as to make it a matter of 
no great consideration. At any rate 
we shall cheerfully bring our sugges- 
tion forward whenever occasion offers 
until the carrying companies think it 
worth their, while to adopt it or some 
other measure of precaution which will 
prevent these outlandish robberies.

If the Amalgamated Association will 
not or cannot carry out the cogtracts 
it asks employers to sign, but breaks 
them or suffers them to be broken at 
any time, does not the association 
thereby serve notice that an employer 
cannot rely upon the contracts it may 
propose, even if agcepted and signed in 
dae faith! The position taken. in or- 

ering or permitting these sympathetic 
strikes, would seem to be peculiarly 
destructive of the claims of the asso- 
ciation as a proper agent to act for the 
men. But the case is even worse when 
men who are at work under other con- 
tracts between labor organizations and 
other emplovers, are ordered to strike, 
though between themselves: and their 
employers no grievance. has arisen. 
The contractors . erecting a great build- 
ing in Chicago or elsewhere, hoping 
to secure themselves against inter- 
ruption of Werk. had entered into a 
contract with organized labor to do cer - 
tain work on certain terms. One morn- 
ing the men are asked to handle the 


same steel beams they have been hand- 


ling. and they refuse on the ground that 
the firm which has been all the time 
supplying the material they were ex- 
pected to use has failed to agree with 
its workers. This is obviously a viola- 
tion of their contract, and excused by 
no fault whatever on the part of their 
employes. Does it appear to organ- 
ized workers that such violation of con- 
tracts are rightful, or that they will 
help the workers in making other con- 
tracts in future? . 

In atime of excitement and strong 
feeling not a few mistakes may be ex- 
cused, but it is mot to the interest of or- 
ganized labor to deprive the workers of 
m9 sympathy, or to destroy confid- 

ence in the readiness of the organiza- 
tions to keep the agreements they 
make. For their own interests it would 
seem that they ought to frown upon 
these sympathetic strikes by men who 
have no occasion on their own part to 
disregard their agreements.

THE TOBACCO INDUSTRY. 

A proposition lately made to er- 
periment in tobacco growing as a prob- 
able Hawaiian industry has disclosed 
the fact that years ago a tobacco plan- 
tation was started on the island of 


Kauai by a firm of practical cigarmen 
from Cuba. It then cost over $20,000 


to prove that Hawaiian soil and climate 
were unfit for produciug a good com- 
mercial article of tobacco. The fact 
isthatthe more we experiment thé 
more emphatically are we taught that 
the Islands are unfitted for the develop- 
ment of most small industries. Sugar 
and rice, and probably coffee, are suc- 
cessfully cultivated, but only on a profit- 
able basis by men of large capital or 
credit. Hawaliis hardly the country for 
the average American farmer, unless 
he can live by absorbing the fine cli- 
mate and placing his trust in tourist 
advertisements. This fact should be 
carefully noted by the people of the 
Pacific Céast, as several of these adver- 
tising schemes are on foot to ‘‘boom’’ 
the islands abroad in the most approved 
fashion, or in other words, without ex- 
plaining that there is a very shady side 
to Hawaiian ‘industries and undeveloped 
resources when viewed from an eco 
nomic standpoint. . ,

In 
his opinion rendered therein Justice 
Harrison, with whom Justices de Have 
and Paterson concur, says: aos 
The city of Los Angeles adopted an or- 
dinance July 8; 1889; for the widening of 
First street from the west side of Los An- 
geles street to the west line of Alameda 
street, for which certain lands were to be 
taken, and the costs, damages and expenses 
thereof to be paid by an assessment upon 
other lands to be benefited thereby. 
Further proceedings were had under the 
ordinance, culminating in an assessment 
upon certain lands bordering upon the im- 
provement, which was placedinthe hands 
of the defendant, Morford, as Street Super- 


the defendant, having advertised for sale 
and being about to sell for the purpose of 
satisfying said assessment certain lots of 
land belonging to plaintiffs, this action was 
brought to restrain him from making ‘the | 
sale. Defendant answered the complaint, 
setting out the proceedings leading up to 
the assessment and his proceedings there-- 
under; and upon motion of plaintiffs the 
Court rendered judgment in their favor 
upon the pleadings, perpetually enjoining 
defendants from making this sale. From 
this judgment defendants have appealed. 

After quoting section 2 of the act of 
March 6, 1889 (Stat. 1889, p. 70.) 
and the city ordinance under which the 
proceedings for widening the street 
were had, the Court continues: 5 

This (the ordinance) is not in compliance 
with the provisions of the above section of 
thestatute, but aresolution, ‘‘specifying the 
exterior boundaries“ of the district to be 
assessed to pay the cost of the improve- 
ment. The only boundaries of the district 
which are ‘‘specified”’ are the lines of First 
street, between Los Angeles and Alameda 
streets, and these, instead of heing the “ex- 
terior boundaries” of the district to be as- 
sessed, are only the boundaries of a tract 
within the district which is exempted from 
assessment. There is nothing in the de- 
scription of the district from which its ex- 
tent in either direction from First street 
can be ascertained. or by which any one 
can determine the quantity of land which 
is to be assessed. 

A 227 obvious reason for this require 
ment ot the statute is that each owner of 
property within the district may be in- 
formed of the extent of the territory which 
is to bear the burden of the improvement, 
and thus by calculating the relative burden 
upon himself determine whether the bur- 
den to be borne by himself will be so dis-

A Suggestion That Bloodhounds Be vv 
in the Chase— Gov. Markham Asked 
to Offer a Reward for Torres’s 


Capture—Local Notes, 
SANTA ANA. 


“Has Torres been caught?" was a ques- 
tion that seemed to be on almost every per- 
son's lips yesterday. So far as known 
there were no new developments in the 
case yesterday. 
As stated in yesterday's Tires Sheriff 
Lacy went to San Bernardino Wednesday 
evening to see if the Mexican who had been 
arrested at North Ontario and who was be. 
ing held by Sheriff Seymour at San Bernar- 
dino, was Francisco Torres, as thought by 
the San Bernardino oicers, When Sheriff 
Lacy left he told Tun Times reporter he 
thought in all probability Sheriff Seymour 
had the right man, but he would telegraph 
word here as soon as he got to San Bernar- 
dino. Shortly after 9 o'clock the follow- 
ing telegram was received: 

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 3, 1892. 
Can't see prisoner tonight. Officers all 
gone except night watch. THEO LACY¥. 
It was confidently expected that word 
would be received early vesterday morning 
whither or not the man was the one wanted 
here, but the word did not come, and as a 
result there was much speculation as to the 
result of the omcer's visit. As there were 
several officers here who were waiting to 
hear from San Bernardino before taking 
up other evidence in their ssion, some 
information from the Sheriff was anxiously 
looked for. 
District Attorney Sanborn has forwarded 
a message to Gov. Markham, asking for a 
reward of not less than $500 from the 
State for the arrest and return of Torres: 
The District Attorney asked for the reward 
on the grounds that the murdered man was 
endeavoring to enforce the law of the State, 
and by so doing met his death from the 
hands of a notorious criminal. An answer 
is expected from the Governor today. 
A telephone message was received from 
Sheriff Lacy last evening, stating that the 
Mexican held by Sheriff Seymour was not 
Torres. | 
Detective Insley of Los Angeles arrived 
last evening and at onc4 had an interview 
with Keno“ Wilson and Constable Landell 
of Anaheim. These officers still adhere to 
their former theory that Torres is in the 
hills not ten miles from this city, and at 
once began to plan for a mounted trip in 
search of him. 3 

BLOODHOUNDS SUGGESTED, 

The so far fruitless effort to capture a 
high-handed assassin who is hiding in the 
mountains, has suggested to officers and 
others the necessity of the introduction of 
bloddhounds on the trail. There is not a 
county seat in the State that is farther than 
one hour’s ride from the mountains, and 
these mountains being the rendezvous for 
almost all fugitives from justice makes it 
absolutely necessary for something to be 
done to better enable officers of the law to 
turther the ends of justice. If the old 
Mexican’s story is true, and Francisco 
Torres sat beneath a bush on the mountain 
side near the barn where he murdered his 
victim, all day Su y. and watched the 
officers come and go from the premises, 
how easy it would have been for a blood- 
hound to run him down in five or ten min- 
utes’ time. In a country where criminals 
have such favorable hiding places it is but 
natural that they should congregate and 
their daring increase as their chances of 
escape from punishment decrease. With a 


crime would surely be checked; the moun- 
tains no longer would conceal the army of 
horse-thieves, train-robbers, highwaymen, 
murderers, and violators of the law in vari- 
cus ways, that they now shelter and pro- 
tect from the strong arm of the law, the 
Collis train-robbers could soon be traced to 
their hiding place and the whereabouts of 
Francisco Torres would no doubt be known 
in a few hours’ time. 

Word came here last evening that Torres 
had been seen in the hills northeast of this 
city Wednesday evening. Detectives 
„Keno“ Wilson Insley of Los Angeles 
and Constable Jack Landell of Anaheim 
left last night mounted for the hills. Many 
people here still believe the Mexican in San 
Bernardino to be Torres. They believe 
that the message from Sheriff Lacy to be 
2 a blind and are looking for the Sheriff 
and prisoner to arrive by private convey- 
ance tonight. Parties will remain on watch 
all night. Sheriff Lacy telephoned that he 
would be home on the 9:31 train this morn- 
ing.
